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The Applicant argues that in the context of the instant application, a motion image signal differs from a continual still image photographing 
operation in which the plurality of discrete images are taken at an interval time set by an operator. 

In response, Anderson teaches that a group of related images may be captured in a timed sequence at an arbitrary rate of capture. 
Furthermore, Shioji teaches that a sequence of JPEG images is replayed at the rate at which the images were captured. The combination 
of Anderson et al. and Shioji teaches that a group of discrete images may be captured at an arbitrary frame rate and may subsequently be 
played back at the detected frame rate of capture. In the context of the cited references, the concept of a motion signal comprising a 
timed sequence of frame images is directly analogous to a continual still image photographing operation comprising a plurality of discrete 
images taken at an interval. 
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
